iiiandci'-in-Cliief : 

Si  I  :      I  liavo  the  honor  most  res])e('tfnly  to  submit  lierewith 
the  lejHU-l  of  this  r)ei)aTtment  for  the  two  years  endinu'  Xov. 

The  entry  of  the  First  Kegiment  Infantry  National  (Jnard  of 
?i'ontani*,  into  the  United  States  volunteer  service  during'  the 
S]>anis]!-American  "War,  left  this  State  without  ^iilitia  force  of 
any  kind,  sav<%  one  Kattery  of  Liuhl  Artillery  composed  of  (»() 
(»ffieers  and  men.  On  the  ti'.-st  day  of  April,  ISDS,  this  State 
had  one  company  of  artillery,  t>\<)  troo})s  of  cavalry,  nine  com- 
]>anies  of  infantry,  and  one  nn)unted  company  of  infantry;  of 
this  force  all  were  called  for  (with  the  sinj^le  exception  of  the 
artillery)  by  the  War  De^partnu^nt  for  the  Spanish-American 
War,  and  were  mustered  into  the  United  States  service  to  serv(^ 
two  years  unless  sooner  discharged  preference  being  given  to 
organizations  that  were  in  the  (Tuard.  The  terms  of  enlist- 
ment iTi  nearly  all  the  companies  that  composed  the  old  Guard 
expired  with  their  muster  out  of  the  United  States  service, 
tJiey  being  given  credit  for  continuous  service  while  serving  out- 
side the  limits  of  the  State,  cou])led  with  the  fact  that  the  h^gisl  i- 
ture  failed  to  make  any  ap])ropriation  for  their  maintenance  the 
Infantry  and  Cavalry  arm  of  the  service  were  not  continued,  and 
has  left  our  State  with  the  least  number  of  organized  Militia  to 
her  credit  of  any  in  the  Union.  The  events  of  the  recent  past 
have  demonstrated  to  the  citizens  of  every  State  the  advisa- 
bilit>'  of  pro])erly  sustaining  the  National  (Juard.  Montana 
can  well  be  ])roud  of  the  record  of  her  soldieis  wlio  \()lunteere(l 
*  for  the  Spanish- American  AVar. 

These  organizations  are  nsefnl  in  the  preservation  of  peace, 
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as  well  as  in  the  siipin-cssion  of  disordoi'.  Fnder  all  cireuni- 
stancc'S  the  National  (jiiai-d  of  this  State  have  responded 
])romptlY  to  th(^  call  of  dnty  and  have  shown  a  reinarkable 
readiness  to  assume  the  i-esp(»nsil>ilities  of  the  honr. 

f  re<;ard  this  as  a  most  o))]>ortnne  time  for  ])laeinii  the  (Juard 
of  the  States  of  the  I'nioii  ii]>on  a  ((ti-rect  and  snbstautial  mil- 
itary footint*  and  with  a  jn-obable  increased  appropriation  and 
Jtiore  substantial  eiicouraiicment  on  the  i^art  of  the  United 
States,  T  believe  (he  military  establishment  of  the  several 
stales  wonld  assnme  such  propoi-tions  as  wonld  entitle  the  in- 
stitntion  in  every  sense  to  the  dignity  that  is  imi)lied  by  the 
leiiii  ''National  Gnard." 

I  am  aware  that  a  volnntary  military  force  sncli  as  the  Na- 
tional Guarcl  necessarily  is  can  not  be  expected  to  become  as 
elfieient,  or  liandled  with  snch  riiiid  discipline  as  the  Regular 
Ai-my,  but  T  am  also  aware  that  there  is  ample  room  for  im- 
provement, and  1  believe  the  National  (inardsman  are  ready 
and  want  more  military  disci])line  and  military  education 
along-  the  lines  consistent  with  the  regular  service  footing.  Of- 
ficers and  men.  alike  won]<l  know  their  duty  in  the  event  of 
war,  without  passing  through  several  months  of  education  in 
methods  foreign  to  those  that  obtain  in  State  service.  No 
iiore  forceful  argument  than  the  actual  conditions  that  re- 
sulted in  the  War  with  Spain  can  be  employed  than  to  cite  the 
luiiuber  of  instances  wliere  officers  of  the  Montana  National 
(iitaru  were  compelled  to  undergo  <-omplete  change  in  the  meth- 
ods of  subsisting  troops  and  obtaining  quartermaster  and  other 
su])plies.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  own  mind  but  what  the 
State  service  can  be  so  effective  and  so  reasonable  military  at 
least  to  bring  about  more  sul)sta'ntial  military  service  and  bet- 
ter discipline,  justifying  the  outlay  made  by  the  State  and  the 
I'nited  States  for  the  support  of  this  institution,  and  giving  an 
ade«]uate  return  to  the  ]»eople  for  tli<^  luoney  appropriated  to 
ui'iintain  this  auxiliary  military  force. 

1  am  a  great  believer  in  the  institution  known  as  the  National 
(liiard,  and  T  believe  it  can  be  made  the  nucleus  of  the  greatest 
military  establishment  of  the  world,  but  to  accomplish  this  end 
it  seems  to  me  (he  National  Congress  must  take  the  matter 
firmly  in  hand  and  then  the  States  must  of  necessity  second 
tlie  action  of  the  Tnited  States,  especially  with  regard  to  uni- 
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fovvA  oi'maiiizalioii  in  ail  of  tlie  States  of  the  riiion,  and  with 
tlie  object  of  iiaviiiii'  a  luilitary  reserve  force  tliat  can  l)e  sinii)ly 
iransfen-ed  or  mustered  into  T'nited  States  service  witliont  de- 
la  V  or  friction  of  any  kind. 

It  was  my  <>hject,  therefoi-e,  in  )»ini;inj^  tlie  work  of  reor- 
j^auization  of  tlie  .Afontana  National  (Inard  to  locate  companies 
in  towns  lariie  enoniili  to  i^ive  them  adecjnate  snpport,  and  to 
make  the  ori^anizations  conform,  as  nearly  as  ]M)Ssi1)le,  at  least, 
to  the  Keiiulai-  Armv  of  the  [^nited  States  and,  in  substance, 
to  ])ave  the  wav  tor  the  establishment  of  Montana  National 
(Juard  U])on  such  a  military  footinu  :is  the  Montana  troops  are 
fully  ca[>abl(^  of  becominii  in  e\(M-\-  s(misc  of  the  word. 

•Alontaiia's  Natiomil  (Juai-d  has  ranked  \v(dl  v])  in  the  list  in 
l»oints  of  efhci<M)cy  and  ucneral  disc  i])line,  but  I  feel  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  .Montana  National  (Juard  should  not  rank 
tirst.  or  at  least,  anntnu  the  first,  aud  lead  the  way  to  the  fonud- 
in.ii-  of  i^  National  Military  Reserve  which  wouhl  be  pointed  to 
as  an  example  for  the  organization  of  the  National  Guard  of 
the  L'uion  upon  a  l)asis  consistent  with  the  vast  resources  of 
the  country  and  of  such  a  staple  (diaracter  as  to  rc^tiect  the  dig- 
nity and  cj'edit  deserved  by  the  officers  a.nd  men  who  freely 
give  of  their  time  ami  money  in  a  nntst  laudable,  ])atriotic  ser- 
vi'-e  to  their  country.  I  ap])re<iate  the  many  courtesies  re- 
ceived from  you,  as  ^\'(dl  as  from  {\u'  officers  of  your  staff,  for 
which  1  sincei-ely  thank  them.

UNIFOKWIS. 

All  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipi^ai^c,  which  were  in  the  hands 
of  the  guard  of  Montana,  were  taken  by  them  into  the  volunteer 
service. 

The  Springfield  breech-loading  caliber  45  rifles,  web  and 
leather  belts,  bayonet  and  bayonet  scabbards  that  were  taken  by 
the  regiment  from  this  State  were  returned,  of  the  rifles  num- 
bering 395  stand,  only  30  per  cent,  are  serviceable  and  fit  for  is- 
sue; Avhile  I  do  not  consider  these  rifles  modern  arms,  a  small 
outlay  would  put  them  in  condition  and  be  of  service  in  case 
of  emergency'.

Tliis  <>r<;;nii/.ati()ii  is  coiuposcd  of  a  line  ImmIv  of  lucii  drillinj^ 
^\ ccklv  at  tlie  Annoi  y,  tho  inspections  of  181)1),  and  1000  showed 
IIkmii  to  1)0  well  ii]>  in  drill,  discipline,  and  etticiency  in  the  care 
(d'  ]H-oj)erty  merits  s])ecial  mention;  they  i-eported  38  wei^klj 
drills  tor  181)1),  and  40  foi-  11)00,  one  third  of  which  were  monnt- 
ed.  Ill  addition  to  tin-nishini!,  unards  ami  escort  to  all  deceased 
\  <di!nl.cei-s  who  wei-e  returned  io  this  city,  they  also  ])artici- 
pat<'(l  in  the  recej>tioii  of  the  retuiii  of  the  regiment  at  Butte, 
as  well  as  ill  the  layini:  of  Hie  Cornei'  St(»ne  of  the  Capitol,  and 
on  each  oec;ision  has  ])ei-fornied  their  assi<»ned  dnties  in  a  sol- 
dierly manner.  Their  armament  consists  of  two  jiatlinj;'  j>nns 
and  caissons  compiete  in  first  class  condition,  a  ^ood  reserve 
of  nmmiinih'on  for  the  uatlinij  j^nns  is  always  on  hand.  This 
battery  is  also  drilling  with  three  wrouiiht  iron  niuzzledoadini;' 
3-ln.  rifles,  and  caissons  com}dete  in  ;.:'()od  condition,  hut  are 
not  suited  to  onr  service  on  account  of  weii>ht,  and  steps  should 
i»c  i;'.'<en  1»\-  (»ur  representatives  in  Coni^ress  to  exchan,i>e  them 
f<ii  moi-e  modern  pieces.  They  should  he  com])letely  armed  by 
the  addition  of  t^^'o  breecli-loadinu  iiuns,  thus  makinji,  it  a  bat- 
tery (d"  four  ])i(n-es  of  modc^-n  arms;  should  occasion  arise  a 
balteiv  of  this  kind  is  (Mjual  to  a  battalimi  (d"  infantry. 

UNIVE  K  SIT  Y    C  A I  )ETS. 

This  comj)any  af  students  organized  at  tln^  AVeslevan  Univer- 
sity now  receivini*-  military  instruction,  werc^  assigned  to  the 
National  (luard  of  ^Montana  October  29,  1890,  and  officially 
desiL!,uated  as  r(tm])any  A  Cadets.  They  have  been  furnished 
\A'ith  r>0  rilies  foi'  drill  ]»ur]M»ses  but  do  not  receive  other  sup- 
]H)vi  from  the  State. 

STATE  MILITARY  RESERVATION. 

In  the  possession  of  Old  Fort  Ellis  the  State  is  indeed  fortun- 
ate. It  is  centrally  located  and  is  admirably  adapted  for  the 
site  of  an  encampment.  The  Guard  has  held  no  encampment 
since  1896  and  this  has  led  settlers  to  believe  that  the  St^te 
had  forfeited  its  right  to  hold  it.  Filings  for  this  section  of 
laud  with  the  buildings  upon  it  ha"\'e  been  made  by  several  per- 
sons at  the  T"^.  S.  Land  Office  at  Rozeman,  ^lontana;   the  Reg- 
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isfei'  refused  to  eiitei-taiii  these  culrvs,  jippenl  was  taken  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  (Jeneral  Land  Oftice,  tlie  decision  can  be 
none  other  than  the  State  is  entitled  to  liold  the  land. 

The  l)nildini>s  on  this  land  cost  the  V.  S.  no  less  than  foO,- 
000. 0  to  construct  ami  the  State  has  had  a  cnsto<lian  in  charge 
of  it  from  the  time  it  was  tnrniMl  over  to  the  State  for  use  as  a 
licrmanent  camp  liround. 

The  watchful  cai'e  of  Serjeant  A.  (\  llardinj;,  the  custod- 
ion  of  Fort  Ellis,  has  ])revented  a  .ureat  deal  of  vandalism  and 
(lesti'iiction.  he  has  sei-ved  as  such  without  compensation  other 
than  he  has  had  the  benefit  of  any  crop  the  i^round  will  ])roduce. 
this  barely  netted  a  living  fi'om  iNilT  to  ISOO,  the  present  year 
has  been  better  than  any  previous  and  ])robal)ly  netted  him 
^WO  over  his  time  and  labor,  this,  1  think,  when  we  consider  the 
State  foi'merly  paid  a  custodian  -IfGOO.OO  per  annum  tor  the 
care  of  this  property  under  the  same  conditions,  is  that  much 
^aved. 

Sergeant  Harding  is  an  old  guai-dsman  an<l  soldier,  and  gave 
iwi)  years  of  time  to  (he  U.  vS.  as  ([uartermaster  in  ( -onipany  C, 
of  the  First  iMontana  Volunteei'S,  his  record  as  a  non-commis- 
sioned officer  with  this  regiment  has  the  highest  endorsement, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  of  his  honesty  in  the  care  of  the  property 
intrusted  to  him  as  is  shown  by  every  insi)ection  of  Fort  Ellis. 
The  retention  of  Sergeant  Harding  as  custodian  would  be  a  tit- 
ting  reward  for  his  soldier  services  t(»  this  State,  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly due  him.  I  heartily  recommend  his  continuance  as  cus- 
todian. 

ARMORIES. 

The  State  has  but  one  Armory,  located  at  Helena,  two  story 
l)]ick  80x125  feet  inside,  all  military  property  is  stored  in  this 
])ui1ding  as  well  as  the  equipment  of  the  Legislature,  no  appro- 
priation was  made  for  the  insui'ance,  repair,  or  care  of  this 
pi'operty,  to  save  it  from  destruction  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
pair the  roof,  new  windows  and  doors.  While  this  does  not 
complete  the  repair,  it  will  pi'eserve  it  until  some  appropria- 
tion is  made. 
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FEDERAL   AIMMJOPKl ATlON. 

(']»  (()  .liiiK'  of  tliis  yi'iiv  this  State  was  allowed  only  |2,5S7 
llial  could  be  <lra\Mi  ii])oii  by  re(|iiisitioii  for  tlie  clothiiiji',  camp 
and  uai-risoii  e(|iiippai!,'e,  oi'diiaiice  and  oi'diiance  stoi'es,  for  tlie 
Dse  (tf  tlie  oriiaiiized  militia,  this  amount  was  not  snfirtcient  to 
]tr(;perly  e<|ni]>  them  \y\{\\  modern  arms,  such  as  the  oO  caliber 
rirle,  and  the  wear  of  (dothinii  had  to  be  re])lac(Ml  evcM'y  two 
yen  IS,  every  State  sutfei-ed  from  la(lc  of  small  a|)pro])riatioii. 
"I  lie  Inter  Slate  National  (Juard  Association,  met  in  conven- 
tiou  at  Indianapolis  in  January,  11)0(1,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
seuiiuii  a  l^ill,  askiuii  ( 'onjiress  to  increase  the  federal  appro- 
]uiati(m  from  .t?400,(l()0  to  |2,0(M),(MH),  as  the  result  of  this  meet- 
inm  38  States,  includinii  ^Montana  were  rejn-esented  at  AVasli- 
in^ton  in  A]»i'il,  10(10,  Avhen  the  i-esolution  ]>assed  the  Commit- 
tee, and  was  inti-oduced  by  (^hairman  .Marsli  of  the  ('oniniitt(^ 
on  ".Aiilitia  in  the  House"  our  Representatives  in  both  Houses 
of  ron^ress  su])]K)rtetd  this  Bill  without  amendment. 

The  result  of  the  efforts  of  the  Inter  State  National  (ruard 
Association,  in  calling'  the  attention  of  ('on;i>Tess  to  the  needs 
of  the  National  (Inard,  our  ]>ill  was  ])assed  by  the  Senate  dur- 
ing a  night  session  shoi-tly  before  the  (dose  of  Congress,  in- 
cr.'asing  the  Federal  appropriation  from  |400,000  to  .fi,000,000 
annitally.  The  Bill  has  been  signed  by  the  President  and  is  now 
a  law. 

Tiie  appro})riation  we  are  now  riM-eiving  from  the  Government 
afuounting  to  12,587  will  hereafter  be  .f(),r)00.00,  which  I  feel 
snj'(^  will  be  acceptable. 

Tender  Section  l()(;i,  of  the  K'evised  Statutes,  tiiis  State  must 
have  and  nniintain  at  least,  one  liundnMl  regularly  enlisted,  and 
organized  men  for  each  Senattu-  and  Representative  to  which 
tlie  State  is  entitled  in  Congress  of  the  Ihiited  States,  to  ob- 
tain the  above  increase  or  any  portion  of  it.  ^^'e  should  meet 
them  half  way  and  make  an  e(pml  allowance.

for  $7,500  for  1001,  .li^l 0,000  f,,i-  1<)02.  Tliis  wonhl  not  inchido 
an\  encani])nient. 

The  adjoininii  Slates  of  \\'asliin<;ton,  Idaho,  >Vyoniin.<i  ami 
the  Dakotas,  a])])ro])riate  ureater  amonnts  on  l>asis  of  oriian- 
ization  similar  to  onr  anthoi-ize<l  streniith,  ami  sent  no  l»etfer 
in  the  field  than  this  State.  In  vii^v  of  the  condition  of  onr 
li nances  the  onard  shonld  receive  fair  sn|)])ort  if  maintaim^l 
at  all  they  have  rcM-eived  the  least  of  any  institntionof  late, 
\\-hen  we  consider  a  company  mnst  ])ay  reiit,  lii-ht,  fuel,  and 
the  care  of  military  property  ont  of  tluMr  annnal  allowance, 
the  ('a])tain  I'esponsible  by  bond  for  the  <'ntire  e(|nipment  he 
receives,  all  <iive  their  time  to  drill  once  a  week  for  iiine  months 
of  the  year,  monthlv  rei>orts  of  di-ill  attendance  are  made  for 
the  enlistim'iit  ]»eriod  of  thi-(V  yeai-s,  with  a  penalty  attached 
for  ]io7i-attendance  and  other  iMiles  of  disci])line  and  recpiircd 
to  keej)  the  ori^anization  np  to  a  prescril)ed  standard  or  lose 
all  benefits  they  derive  by  being'  mendjers,  I  think  that  it  is  only 
fair  to  eneonrage  them  with  a  fair  allowance,  and  the  State 
conld  not  expect  them  to  give  their  time  an<l  money  simplv 
for  the  nse  of  the  arms,  it  wonld  not  hel]i  to  enforce  discii)liiie 
if  the^'  received  no  suppoi-t  fi-om  the  State. 

We  chronicle  with  dee]»  pain  the  dxnith  of  the  officers  and 
men  of  the  First  ^Montana  Volnnteers  who  gave  nj)  theii-  life 
for  the  defense  of  the  flag,  ansong  the  nnndx^-  Ave  call  the  roll 
of,  Colonel  Wallace,  :\Iajoi'  Drennan,  Ca])tains  French,  Tilly, 
Krown  and  Lieut.  PI  S.  French,  all  were  of  the  best  soldiers  in 
the  Army,  hvRxt^  to  a  fanlt,  devoted  to  duty,  and  true  gentle- 
man. Theii'  death  is  a  severe  loss  to  the  ai-my  and  country 
and  will  be  learned  with  sorrow  Ity  a  host  of  friends  in  and 
out  of  the  army.

Throngli  the  kind  elforts  of  tln^  residents  of  this  State,  by 
fe-ale  of  badges  and  subscription,  the  otticers  and  men  of  the 
First  Montana,  and  3rd  Cavalry  \'(»lnnteers,  were  presented 
witli  medals.  A  beautiful  Silver  nu'dal  r(^])resentiug-  a  god- 
dess crowning  the  soldier  v/itli  a  laurel  wreath,  around  this 
are  the  words  "First  to  respond  to  their  country's  call"  1S9S. 
Campanas  De  h'ili])inos  1899",  on  the  back  the  Seal  of  the 
State  and  the  words,  First  Montana  ''F.  S.  Volunteers  Second 
Div.  8tli  A.  C"  The  inedal  is  attached  by  a  ribbon  to  bar,  with 
the  words,  First  jMont.  U.  S.  Vols.  Nothing  could  have  been 
luoi-e  thoughtful  or  jjleasing  to  the  returning  Volunteers  than 
such  a  gift,  and  it  is  most  highly  prized.  Many  medals  have 
been  issued  by  other  states  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish-Amer- 
ican war,  but  this  medal  is  concluded  by  all  to  be  the  most 
unique  and  handsome.
